S tr e e t It h 11 %v ii y M a n a K cm cn t, 
The action of the Chicago General 
railway in offering u 2 cent fare on 
Its branch lines and the immediate 
success of the innovation, says Tile 
Tribune of that city, have suggested to 
the management the establishment of 
a new rate of fare at I cent a mile, 
with a maximum of 5 cents. 
It has 
also set tile officials of tile Chicago 
City railway and the I ’ii ion Traction 
company to thinking, though they say 
they have not seriously contemplated a 
reduction. 
It is learned, however, that 
the m atter lias been considered by 
them and that they may follow the ex­ 
ample of the Chicago General com­ 
pany on some of their shorter lines. 
That the establishment of the two 
cent fare means an increase rather 
than a decrease in the m atter of 
profits is vouched for by C. L. Bonney, 
▼Ice president of the Chicago General 
company. 
Mr. Bonney said that the 
reduction of fare had resulted in a 
marked increase in the number of pas­ 
sengers carried by his road and that 
the company had already ordered ex­ 
tra cars to meet the demands of in­ 
creased ira fill*. 
"We are convinced that the reduc­ 
tions will mean an increase rather 
than a decrease of profits," he said, 
"and I believe that at last the road can 
be put ou a paying basis that will com­ 
pare favorably with the larger com­ 
panies, which are charging a minimum 
fare of 5 cents. 
So satisfied are we

largest ot the ship. 
After the first efforts to right her, the 
officers feared she might slide oil be­ 
cause of the heavy sea, and therefore 
abandoned the attem pt to save her. 
They hurried to launch the boats aud 
rowed away prepared to fight for a 
landing with two Colt guns, 184 rides 
aud ten days’ rations. Some of the offi­ 
cers aud men were dressed only in pa­ 
jamas and their underclothing. 
The 
breech blocks of the cannon were re 
moved before the boats put off. 
Two 
hours after the Charleston struck' all 
nauds got away. The report tiiat the 
crew remained two days on the vessel 
is inaccurate. 
A party returned two 
days later, but found it impossible to 
save anything. 
The lirsr lauding was made ou a lit lie 
island, with a trout of barren rocks. 
Next day the boats again took to tile 
water and proceeded to Kamiguin isl­ 
and, where a landing was made in the 
expectation thut fighting would be nec­ 
essary 
So far from this being the case, 
however, the Charleston’s men found a 
half savage people, who regarded them 
with curiosity rather than hostility. 
Un the third day the storm had great­ 
ly subsided and Lieutenant John D. 
McDonald, with Boatswain Dominick 
Glynn and six men, started for the 
Gulf of Lyngayt n in a 80-foot sailing 
launch, hoping to find an American 
warship, but entirely ignorant ot Ueu- 
eral Wheaton’s expedition. 
Lieutenant Mcdonald was tour days 
afloat, keeping under shelter of the hos­ 
tile shore for two days on account of 
the high seas, b ing most of the time 
in a soaking ram. 
Finally, flying the 
Union Jack down, cmd in thuir under­ 
clothing aud drenched to the skin, the 
officer and aud his companions overtook 
the transport Aztec, winch carried them 
to the battleship oregon. 
The gunboat Helena was due to ar­ 
rived at Kamiguin island Monday. 
The Charleston was returning from a 
fixe weeks’ cruise along the eastern 
coast of Luzon, and Admiral Watson 
was beginning to be uneasy. 
Ile sup­ 
posed, however, that she had jollied 
General W heaton’s expedition.
